It sharpens the realization that it 
is impossible for each of us to participate in everything. 


As we go through these college years we all find it 
necessary to concentrate within our special fields, we live 
in our separate rooms or dorms or houses, we become 
closely confined within our own organizations and associate 
with those whose interests are quite close to our own. As 
time and effort make our pursuits increasingly important to 
us, it becomes only too simple for us to develop the attitude 
that our specialties and organizations are the most justiti- 
able, that our way of doing things is the most correct, that 
our associates are the only ones worth having. Toward things 
and people not our own, we easily become indifferent, and 
even contemptuous .... 


.... Seeing drawn together in this form so many values 
to which we personally have not had time to give much at- 
tention does something to overcome this feeling. At least 
it has for us who have classified and shaped and organized 
this volume, for we have learned how many, many parts 
there are to this school, and how small and incomplete each 
separate part is until pieced together into a whole picture. 


As we look at this book in retrospect of the year we 
have just spent, those things in which we have personally 
participated will bring us the richest memories, and 
those persons who have participated in the most will 
tind fullest meaning in this book. If it were possible for 
some person to participate in everything it would be he who 
would most clearly understand the importance of the whole 
school and the whole year; for he would see that although 
every element has its value, the value of them all together 
is intinitely greater than any single one. He would realize 
that the University is all of them; and, perhaps, that ''society 
is the union of men and not the men themselves.

A great day in the life of our Chancellor 
and a milestone in the history of the school 
was the inauguration of Carl Cluster Bracy 
as the eleventh Chancellor of Nebraska 
Wesleyan University. Visiting dignitaries, 
faculty, and seniors formed the processional 


from First Church to C. C. White Auditor- 


ium where the charge was given to the new 
Chancellor by Bishop Dana Dawson. High- 
lights of the day were the presentation of 
a thousand dollar check for the building 
fund at the Inaugural luncheon and the cut- 
ting of the huge cake in the form of an 
open book at the reception. 





Chancellor Bracy believes in leading a di- 
versitied life. As Chancellor he takes 
an interest in all forms of campus life—from 
keeping in close contact with the faculty, 
to meeting new students, to leading the 
weekly prayer meetings. You can be as- 
sured he will have time to spend with his 
family around the piano for his family and 
music are two of his main interests. Another 
important but pleasant duty is supporting 
the school football team away, as well as at 
home. 
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Symbolizing our heritage of Wes- 
leyan traditions is ''Old Main," the 
first building to make an appear- 
ance on the campus. At present 
this landmark of Nebraska Wesleyan 
contains the administrative offices of 
the school and is utilized as the prin- 


cipal classroom building. 
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The largest structure on the cam- 
pus is the C. C. White Memorial 
Building. It houses the art depart- 
ment and the studios and practice 
rooms for vocal and instrumental mu- 
sic. The chapel auditorium, Hunting- 
ton Hall, the Wayside Chapel, the 
publications offices, the Student 
Union, the Snack Bar, and the YM- 
YWCA room are also located here. 
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The rendezvous of conscientious scholars 
is Rachel Ann Lucas Library. The large read- 
ing room provides a place for the prepara- 
tion of daily assignments or for gleaning 
facts for reports and term papers from the 
collection of reference materials. A variety 
of current newspapers and magazines offers 
lighter material for entertaining reading and 
information about recent events and cur- 
rent problems. 


A modern seismograph and_ facilities 
for astronomical observations are located 
in the Rose Memorial Observatory. This 
scientific laboratory is a memorial to 
Charles Dunham Rose, former professor of 
mathematics and astronomy. 


Comfortable living quarters for one hun- 
dred freshman women are afforded by 
Johnson Residence Hall. This beautiful new 
dormitory was made possible by the gifts of 
the late Mr. A. L. Johnson and many other 
loyal friends of Nebraska Wesleyan. 








The Van Fleet Science Hall, as its name implies, houses 
the departments of physics and chemistry. The building 
has recently undergone remodeling in order to serve more 
adequately the needs of these departments. 


Situated across the street from the campus, First Meth- 
odist Church affords many opportunities for the develop- 
ment of student religious life. Each student is encouraged 
to participate in the Methodist Student Movement and 
other church activities throughout his college years. 





CAMPUS 


The Plainsman Theater affords 
Wesleyan speech facilities unsur- 
passed by any comparable school 
in the midwest. This new brick edi- 
fice was erected in 1947 and is a 
distinctive feature of the south side 
of the campus. In addition to the 
stage and main auditorium, smaller 
rooms are specially equipped for 
and practice and instruction in such 
fields as radio speech and drama, 
debate, and private speech lessons. 
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Varsity basketball practice and various indoor 
intramural sports, as well as the offices of the 
athletic administrative personnel, find their place 
in the Wesleyan gymnasium. Because the gym is 
deemed unsafe for capacity crowds, varsity basket- 
ball games are being played off the campus this 
season.
